COVID cases 
increase for 
second week 


Belchertown 
School District 
sees first case

BELCHERTOWN — With a 
second week of an increase of 
COVID-19 cases, the Quabbin 
Health District is at work 
tracking novel coronavirus in 
the community and hoping to 
prevent further transmission. 

For the week ending on 
Oct. 9, there was an increase 
of six new cases, with an addi- 
tional two over the weekend, 
according to Belchertown 
Health Director Judy Metcalf. 

There have been a total of 
152 cases in Belchertown to 
date, and total of 7,740 tests 
on Belchertown residents as 
of Oct. 7. There were 753 tests 
performed in the week end- 
ing on Oct. 9. The number of 
COVID-19 deaths remains at 
eight. 

Belchertown entered into 
the green designation last 
week with a .65 percent pos- 
itivity rate and an increase of

Committee Chair Emre Evren, an 
experienced consultant, discussed 
what will await the district in the 
coming months. 

“There are two ways that 
school districts typically go about 
finding their next superintendent. 
One is to look internally into 
the potential candidates in their 
own district, and then the second 
approach is what we are all accus- 
tomed to,” said Evren. “Typically,

to be scheduled at later date

BELCHERTOWN —- Much 
like the schools, the Chestnut 
Hill pool is opening in phases, 
beginning last week. 

The selectboard unanimous- 
ly agreed to grant the contract 
to Edward Paige Corp. in its 
meeting last Monday, and 
with an undetermined date for 
the repairs to begin, the pool 
reopened into its first phase. 

Town Administrator Gary 
Brougham updated the select- 
board about the most recent

development of the pool deck 
project. 

“We have a responsible bid- 
with the second round of bids, 
the lowest was Edward Paige 
Corp. I have a contract prepared 
by Tighe and Bond for $56,900. 

Funds are available through 
different pots of money,” 
Brougham said. 

The contracted cost was with- 
in the estimate the town project- 
ed. 

There was $20,000 appro- 
priated from the 2021 fiscal 
year budget, $23,262.50 from 
the school department and 
$23,262.50 from the recre- 
ation department, which covers

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Belchertown Justice Collaborative 
launches iShape MA project 


BELCHERTOWN - The 
Belchertown Justice Collaborative 
announced the next installment 
in its fall organizing and pro- 
graming — a project called iShape 
MA, Indigenous Scavenger Hunt 
for Activism, Preservation, and 
Education Massachusetts. 

iSHAPE Massachusetts is a one- 
and-a-half month long educational 
campaign that rewards sustained 
engagement with Indigenous educa- 
tional material as well as activism for 
Indigenous rights and sovereignty. 

We have developed an online inter- 
face which launched on Monday, 
Oct. 12 with prompts, reading lists, 
challenges and scheduled virtual 
performances and lectures by local 
Indigenous people and/or about 
Indigenous rights and history. 

This programing is running from 
Oct. 12 (Indigenous Peoples Day) 
to Nov. 27, 2020 (the end of the 
Thanksgiving season). 

All participants are asked to fill 
out a before and after survey. This 
will allow BJC members to see if its 
materials are engaging to the com- 
munity and it will help the group 
with future projects. 

We have broken down our activ- 
ities into three approximate age 
groups: 4 to 8, 9 to 12, and 13 to 19. 
While the BJC created the program 
with school age children and young 
adults in mind, most of the material 
will be engaging to people of all ages 
and all are welcome. The BJC’s aim 
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is to focus the education not only on 
history, but also provide resources for 
participants to understand the living 
culture of Indigenous people. 

Participants will earn points (raf- 
fle tickets) as they read, write, lis- 
ten and complete the activities. At 
the end of the program, they will 
have the opportunity to enter those 
points towards raffle prizes. The 
BJC has over $500 worth of prizes 
available, all sourced from Native 
and Indigenous artists, creators and 
activists. 

The iShape MA project has seven 
goals: 

¢ To connect the history of 
Indigenous cultures to the present 
day life of Indigenous people in our 
communities and in all of North 
America. 

e To encourage activism for 
Indigenous rights and sovereignty. 

e To encourage community 
engagement with digital resourc- 
es and books written/created by 
Indigenous peoples. 

¢ To learn about Indigenous cul- 
tures, people, history and life by 
reading, writing, and discussing 
resources. 

¢ To promote education about local 
and continental Indigenous history. 

¢ To support community build- 
ing by helping people develop new 
understandings of local space and 
land. 

¢ To support Indigenous business 
owners, activists, educators, and art- 


ists. 

How will it work? 

Each book, movie, prompt and 
activity will be worth a certain num- 
ber of points. Children, students, 
and families will keep track of how 
many talks they’ve been to, books 
they have read, or activities they’ve 
completed. At the end of this pro- 
gram, they will fill out a Google 
form and record all that they have 
accomplished. This will be on the 
nonor system. The BJC will then 
tally and confirm the participants’ 
points. Then, participants can enter 
their raffle tickets for the prizes they 
would most like to win. The win- 
ners will be drawn and prizes will 
be hand-delivered or mailed out. All 
of the prizes available are sourced 
from Indigenous creators, and there 
are over $500 worth of prizes! Five 
points equals one raffle ticket. 

BJC is a grass roots youth-led 
organization based in Belchertown, 
that focuses on providing educational 
opportunities, tools and resources to 
the Belchertown community in ser- 
vice of active and anti-racist commu- 
nity building. In June, the BJC orga- 
nized a vigil for George Floyd and 
Black lives on the Town Common. 
There were over 200 people in atten- 
dance.

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Local couple talk ’ caaaay delicious ideas on Soft Serve podcast

BELCHERTOWN - In front of two 
microphones, “Stomping Jen” and 
“Sawtooth Frank” run the Soft Serve pod- 
cast, an hour-long conversational podcast 
about “creamy, delicious ideas.” 

The hosts, Jennifer Turner and Brad 
Turner, started the podcast in 2018 and 
recently recorded their 100th episode. 

The podcast has changed in the two 
years since it was started, beginning as con- 
versational sessions with friends to more of 
an interview format since the COVID-19 
pandemic began in March. 

Brad Turner explained that he has always 
been a fan of podcasting or radio shows. 

“I’m a fan of the medium, I love the 
form, I love the artform. I’d always want- 
ed to do one, but I never got around to 
it,’ Brad Turner said. “Two years ago, the 
idea of wanting to it became stuck in my 
mind...I just decided, ‘I’m going to do 
this.’” 

He said he always enjoyed podcasts or 
radio shows and, in particular, interviews. 

“TI find those incredibly fascinating; I 
don’t think there is better way to know or 
learn about somebody than to hear them 
talk or talk to them for more than an hour,’ 
Brad Turner said. 

He said he tried speaking into a micro- 
phone by himself and with a group of 
friends he played games with, before he 
invited his wife to be his cohost. 

The podcast name “Soft Serve” is a call 
back to the gaming group and then the 
tagline ‘creamy delicious ideas without the 
creepy truck” was later added. 

“That’s what we try to focus on — hav- 
ing really good, fun conversations,” Brad 
Turner said. 

Their nicknames come from “hik- 
ing trail names,’ when he was hiking the 
Appalachian Trail. 

The first episode of “Soft Serve” they 
recorded was about their cats. 

“Then as time went on, I was able to 
convince my friends to join me for a few 
episodes. Those were really funny, they 
were hard to do,’ Brad Turner said. “The 
more episodes [ did with Jen... began to 
realize that there’s nobody else I felt com- 
fortable having that dialogue with and con- 
versation with.” 

Then the podcast turned into a “list proj- 
ect.” 

“He came to me and he said, ‘I have 
this idea, I want to do this list,’”’ said Jen 
Turner. “I’m all about strategy and I asked

him, ‘What are you going to do? You need 
a thing.” 

The couple then did weekly stationary 
lists called “52 lists for happiness” for a 
year. 

“Every week the episode would revolve 
the list and around the list we would do 
updates on our lives,” Brad Turner said. “It 
became a verbal journal on us. People real- 
ly responded to it.” 

“T think that some of it was that people 
liked the banter we had,” Jen Turner added. 

Throughout that time, guests would 
appear on the show such as friends, until 
the pandemic hit. 

“The pandemic hit, and we started doing 
these interview style podcasts with people, 
having people come on and talk about what 
they do, what their thoughts were on the 
pandemic,” Brad Turner said. “My belief 
if that everybody if you just sit down with 
them long enough has an interesting story 
to tell, from the tattoo artist to the politi- 
cian.” 

While the couple said they couldn’t pick 
just one episode or interview that is their 
favorite, some of the highlights included 
a Belchertown resident who is an envi- 
ronmental activist with a focus on pro- 
tecting native pollinators as well as the 
young adults in the Belchertown Justice 
Collaborative. They have also interviewed 
family members. 

“Tt brings it to life when you can sit and 
have a conversation with somebody who 
is knowledgeable about something you 
don’t know very much about and you learn 
something,” Jen Turner said. 

The podcast has evolved over time and 
the Turners said they aren’t “locked into

any one thing.” 

“Two weeks ago, we sat down with our 
teacher-friend ‘Nerdy Nellie’ and that was 
less of an interview and more of us sit- 
ting down, hanging out and talking,” Brad 


Turner said. “I loved it and just informally 
to them. Maybe we’ll do more of that going 
forward.”

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They re all-aboard: Public comment opens on Palmer rail plan

PALMER — For the owners of Steaming 
Tender, it’s not a matter of if an east-west 
rail line from Pittsfield to Boston will have 
a stop in Palmer, but when. 

Scarlett Lamothe, whose father pur- 
chased the old Palmer Union Train Station 
in 1987 and turned it into the iconic down- 
town restaurant the family still operates 
today, said they recently acquired more 
nearby property for expanded parking. 
That’s how confident they are that not only 
will Palmer once again be a prime destina- 
tion along a thriving rail hub, but also in 
the power of railroads as an economic driv- 
er. It’s part of the viston Lamothe’s father 
had when he created the rail-themed restau- 
rant, which is home to an array of vintage 
trains and related equipment that are a lure 
for locomotive enthusiasts from all over. 

“He saw the potential Palmer had,” 
Lamothe said. “It was a transportation hub. 
That’s what Palmer was. It was known as 
‘The Town of Seven Railroads.’ Palmer is a 
crossroads. We have to think always for the 
future and going forward.” 

Lamothe spoke as part of a panel that 
met via Zoom for a “Virtual Rally for a 
Palmer Rail Stop “ that streamed live on 
Facebook and Twitter Oct. 8 ahead of the 
Oct. 16 release of a draft report of the 
Mass. DOT East-West Passenger Rail 
Study. That will trigger a 30-day pub- 
lic comment period on the study’s three 
options, including a passenger depot in 
Palmer. 

The rally was co-hosted by state 
Senators Eric P. Lesser and Anne M. Gobi, 
both longtime advocates of the rail plan.

Also on the panel, which fielded some 
questions in real-time, were Linda Leduc, 
Karen Christensen, Ben Heckscher, Jessica 
Sizer, and Ben Hood. It streamed on 
Lesser’s Facebook and Twitter accounts. 

“We’ve got to get that Palmer stop,”

Lesser said. He made of point of explaining 
how each of the panelists is whole hearted- 
ly invested in the plan. 

“Years back,” he said, Lamothe, a former 
intern in Lesser’s office tasked with taking 
a petition around, “dropped a humongous 
stack of signatures from young people” on 
a hearing table “while we were still trying 
to get the study through the legislature.” 

Convincing the Mass. Legislature to 
move forward after the public comment 
period ends is still a major hill to climb, the 
panelists said. But they believe the public is 
on their side. 

“This is awesome,’ Gobi said. 

“No one [among the general public] is 
lacking in enthusiasm. It’s good for every- 
body. This isn’t just a Palmer issue. It’s for 
the whole region to revitalize. All we’re 
asking for is a little equity here. Look what 
it can do not just for our region, but for the 
entire state. That’s the message, and that’s 
the message we have to keep pushing for- 


ward with those who have been working on 
the ground on this,” she said. 

“Ware is a strong support base for us,” 
Ben Hood, co-founder of Citizens for a 
Palmer Rail Stop, said. 

“Back then it seemed like a dream, but I 
think we’re a lot closer now. We have that 
regional representation now. College stu- 
dents want [the stop].” 


Trains could serve colleges 

In a reference to UMass in Amherst, 
Hood said “we are historically their train 
stop in Palmer. It’s just that we haven’t 
been served by a train for a very long time. 
I think college students tend to like trains. 
Younger people tend to like trains and want 
trains, and we don’t have enough of them 
for them.” 

Hood said next month, the town council 
in Amherst is going to consider a resolution 
in favor of an east-west passenger rail with 
a stop in Palmer. 


“In context of a rally, I wish we had peo- 
ple from Amherst on this call,” he said. 

“When we were in a meeting in 
Springfield and there were a lot of people 
who stood up from Amherst, from UMass, 
from that community, what they were inter- 
ested in was having a stop here in Palmer 
that would serve them and connect Boston 
and Amherst through Palmer. And it’s not 
as if they don’t get off that train. We get 
them right here in Palmer, and we think 
there will be a big boost to our downtown 
having that traffic there.” 

Palmer Town Councilwoman Jessica 
Sizer has no problem envisioning it. 

“As a lifelong resident of Palmer and the 
daughter of a railroad engineer, I can real- 
ly see the benefit of making this form of 
transportation accessible to as many peo- 
ple as possible. But I also come at it as a 
[graduate] of UMass Amherst and while I 
was there there were so many students who 
spoke out about the need for rail and while 
they might not know Palmer so well, I was 
able to bring Palmer into the conversation 
and say ‘hey, I know you want that intern- 
ship in Boston and UMass just opened that 
campus near Boston. How great would it 
be if you could jump on a train and get to 
that area?’ A lot of people in Amherst don’t 
have cars because they come from all over 
the world to go to school in Western Mass. 
and they don’t necessarily have their own 
form of transportation.” 

Sizer pointed out that a bus line already 
runs from the UMass area to near where a 
Palmer rail station would be built. 

“So I think Palmer is in a really unique 
position to be an access point for the 
‘five-college’ area,’ she said. 


Stitching state together 
Ben Heckscher of the advocacy group 
Trains in the Valley, said “It takes advocacy 
at all levels.”

My favorite flowering 
bulbs and why 


his is the first year in a 
long time that I won’t be 
planting spring flowering 
bulbs. I want to, in fact I had 
more than one internet shop- 
ping cart close to the check-out 
point. But alas, the frugal side of 
me won, and I closed the cover 
of the laptop before reaching 
for the credit card. You see, I 
already have numerous bulbs in 
the yard. But for those of you 
embarking on the wonderful 
world of spring bulbs, here are a few tips to ensure 
your success followed by a few of my all-time favorite 
varieties. 

The general rule of thumb for planting spring flow- 
ering bulbs is to sink them into the ground at a depth 
of two times the height of the bulb. For example: If a 
tulip bulb is three inches from its point to its base, then 
plant it six inches deep. The same rule determines how 
far apart you plant bulbs from one another, only this 
time it goes by width. Therefore, a crocus corm that 
is only one inch wide should be planted two inches 
apart from its closest neighbor. Nearly all gardeners 
agree that spring-flowering bulbs look most appealing 
when planted in clumps, rather than planted singly or 
in rows. 

For major bulbs such as tulips, narcissus or hya- 
cinth, this translates into groups of at least three. For 
so-called minor bulbs like crocus, galanthus and mus- 
cari, I'd plant five at the very minimum. If deer eat 
the tops of your emerging tulips or crocus, consider 
planting hyacinth and narcissus instead. Rodents often 
times find crocus bulbs yummy. Dissuade them by fill- 
ing the bottom of the planting hole with sharp gravel. 
You can also try planting them in little cages made of 
half-inch galvanized hardware cloth. 

Now for some of my favorites: “Barrett Browning,’ 
is a chart-topping daffodil with a creamy-white petals 
and a bright orange cup. It’s a dependable bloomer 
in the garden and also does well indoors. Try forcing 
some of these in a pot for successful indoor blooms 
after a few weeks in the refrigerator. ‘Thalia,’ an 
entirely white daffodil, is an heirloom and known as 
the orchid narcissus. It’s very fragrant and prolific. 
Poeticus daffodils have white petals, a red-rimmed 
“eye” and are unusually fragrant. Speaking of fragrant, 
many of the double daffodils sport a heady scent and 
‘Sir Winston Churchill’ is no exception. An orange/ 
yellow center is surrounded by numerous ivory petals. 

Two of my favorite tulips hail from the single early 
class. Typically this group are short-stemmed, ranging 
in height from 12 to 18 inches and have egg-shaped 
blooms. Treasured heirlooms ‘Couleur Cardinal’ with 
its deep red flowers and ‘Keizerskroon,’ a red and 
yellow bicolor, are both single early tulips. Double 
early tulips bloom in late March/early April and come 
in a variety of pastel and bright colors. Durable stems 
top off at 10-12” tall. Try growing the yellow cultivar

He stressed that expanding rail lines 
should not be considered some new, radical 
idea. 

“It’s about stitching parts of our state 
together, with different ways to move 
around the state. “If you look to other 
countries or different parts of [the U.S.] 
are doing, what we’re trying to create is not 
something unreliably new that we should 
not do it. We’re trying to do what others 
have done.” 

Heckscher expressed his group’s frus- 
tration with the Mass. Department of 
Transportation, which he said makes flimsy 
excuses for not embracing the plan. 

“They don’t have a ‘can-do’ attitude. 
They have a ‘can’t-do’ attitude,” he said. 

“How do we move this forward as a 
long-term project?” Heckscher asked rhe- 
torically. 

“Success breeds success,” Gobi said. 


Economic boon 

Palmer Town Planner Linda Leduc, a 
member of the East-West Rail Advisory 
Committee, thanked Lesser and Gobi for 
their work on the project and talked about 
how a Pittsfield to Boston train with a stop 
in Palmer can help level the playing field 
economically for people who live along the 
line, especially those in rural communities. 

“It would be a shame if we made this 
investment and then left the smaller, rural 
towns out of the loop — 175,000 people in 
21 communities,” she said. Leduc talked 
about what it would represent to them as 
well as those around the stop in Palmer. 

“We need to have an intermediate stop to 
make it fair to give people access to employ- 
ment and other opportunities.” 

Leduc, who said transportation is one 
of the topics when the Palmer master plan 
committee holds its next meeting at the end 
of the month, wants officials in Boston to

realize “it’s not just a Western Mass deal” 
and that a Palmer rail station would rever- 
berate economically in both directions. For 
example, while it would help people in this 
area connect with higher paying jobs in the 
metro area, the rail line could mean access 
to affordable housing for others willing to 
commute. 

“It’s a full state benefit,’ Leduc said. 
[Addressing] the housing crisis in Boston 
doesn’t have to be done through a housing 
bill.” 

Another rail advocate, Karen Christensen, 
of The Train Campaign, said “Palmer is the 
perfect example” of what she said is “sys- 
tem thinking” and that a rail stop here is a 
boost for sustainability. 

“To make good decisions you have to 
think about a system and this applies so per- 
fectly to rail. And Palmer is [good] example. 
Universities are an amazing economic driv- 
er. We know this in Boston. We know this in 
Silicon Valley, frankly. By connecting that 
kind of economic capital there...Western 
Massachusetts has been an area of innova- 
tion for a long time, so the connection to the 
Five-College area is incredibly important to 
Palmer. We can’t think of just going from 
‘A’ to ‘B’ and then back to ‘A.’ It’s about 
building a network.” 

One thing Lesser said he doesn’t want 
to hear from other legislators who aren’t 
on-board with the plan — which Gobi said 
could realistically come on-line within five 
years if given the green light — is that it’s too 
difficult. 

“There are trains in the Alps,” he said. 
“This isn’t putting a man on the Moon.” 

And considering the need for an econom- 
ic boost in the region, Lesser says this is 
essential. 

“Our communities in Western Mass are 
great places to live and great places to grow 
up, but we’re struggling,” he said. 

“We’ve seen the job losses, we need the 
investment, we need the job creation and

the great thing is that Boston needs it too 
because nobody can afford to live in Boston. 
We know what it takes to get our communi- 
ties back — it’s investment in infrastructure. 
It’s a transformational investment that gets 
us to a new future that’s brighter, and better, 
and more fair and equitable than the one that 
we had before.” 

Gobi, who earlier in the rally talked about 
how rail transportation provided an oppor- 
tunity for her grandfather and other immi- 
grants to earn a living in their new country, 
said the initiative has come too far to not see 
it through.

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Owls to get own 
locker room 


WESTFIELD — Westfield State 
Athletics has announced a campaign to 
outfit a new hockey locker room for the 
Owls’ varsity program. 

Westfield State recently reached a 
license agreement with Amelia Park 
Arena in Westfield for a dedicated lock- 
er room for the Owls’ varsity ice hock- 
ey program. 

“This is a great step forward for 
our men’s ice hockey program,” said 
Westfield State Athletic Director 
Richard Lenfest, Jr. “Since we returned 
the program to varsity status in 2008, 
a lot has changed in intercollegiate ice 
hockey and having a dedicated space 
for the team had become a priority.” 

“It has been a long time coming”, 
said Kevin Chrisanthopoulos, President 
of the Board of Trustees for Amelia 
Park Ice Arena. “Our facility has always 
had a great relationship with WSU ath- 
letic programs, and this partnership 
further solidifies that relationship and 
finally provides their varsity hockey 
program with a dedicated locker room. 
I’m proud that we were able to finally 
make this a reality.” 

Westfield State hockey alumni band- 
ed together in the early and mid-2000’s 
to form the “Blueliners Club” which 
supported the fundraising effort which 
restored hockey to varsity status in 
2008 after an 18-year hiatus. 

Current Washington Capitals head 
coach Peter Laviolette is a 1986 grad- 
uate of Westfield State and was a four- 
year member of the Owls hockey team, 
who helped lead the first Blueliners 
campaign. Laviolette has already lent 
his support to the new fundraising 
effort, recording video message to his 
fellow alumni to start the campaign. 

“T can tell you, being a coach, there’s 
nothing like having a locker room - it’s 
a sense of home and a sense of identity 
for your team to come in and be a part 
of,’ said Laviolette. “It will benefit the 
current players and be a tremendous 
recruiting tool for incoming players to 
continue to push Westfield State hockey 
into an elite MASCAC team.” 

“We are lucky and grateful to have 
Coach Laviolette in our corner as an 
alumnus,’ said Westfield State men’s 
ice hockey coach Bob Miele, “and to 
have the support of all the alumni who 
have come through the program. They 
know how important this is for us to 
continue to improve our hockey team,” 
said Miele, who has been the team’s 
head coach since 2009 after serving as 
an assistant coach in the team’s return 
season. 

“One of the first questions players 
ask when we are recruiting them is 
about the rink and the locker room,” 
said Miele. “This will definitely be a 
new feature for our program and will 
help tremendously.” 

“Amelia Park has been our home 
since 2008,” said Miele. “The new 
room will really give our program a 
home atmosphere and home ice advan- 
tage as well.” 

“Td like to thank the Amelia Park 
board of trustees, including board presi- 
dent Kevin Chrisanthopoulos, facilities 
chair Don Goodreau, and arena gener- 
al manager Bruce Landon in all their 
efforts in reaching an agreement that 
benefits our ice hockey team, and cre- 
ates additional locker room space in the 
arena,’ said Lenfest. ““We had discussed 
options with the rink management for 
quite some time in making this agree- 
ment a reality.” 

“Our men’s ice hockey program, 
led by coach Miele, recruits qual- 
ified student athletes from not just 
New England, but all over the U.S., 
and international players as well,’ said 
Lenfest. 

Westfield’s 2019-20 roster featured 
players from nine different states, 
Canada, Czech Republic, Finland and 
New Zealand. 

The Owls finished 12-10-5 overall 
in the 2019-20 season and advanced 
to the semifinals of the Massachusetts 
Collegiate Athletic Conference tourna- 
ment.

Federal jury 
convicts Granby 
man of child 
exploitation 


STAFF REPORT 


BOSTON — A Granby man was convicted 
today by a federal jury in Springfield of child 
exploitation offenses according to a press 
release from the United States Attorney’s 
office in the District of Massachusetts. 

Jonathan Monson, 38, was convicted of 
four counts of sexual exploitation of a minor, 
eight counts of distribution of child pornog- 
raphy, two counts of receipt of child por- 
nography and one count of possession of 
child pornography. U.S. District Court Judge 
Mark G. Mastroianni scheduled sentencing 
for Jan. 7, 2021. The defendant was arrested 
on March 8, 2018 and has been held in cus- 
tody since that time. 

Monson used a child on four occasions in 
2017 and 2018 to produce child pornogra- 
phy, which was later found on his cell phone. 
In June 2017, Monson distributed child por- 
nography files to a Kik messenger group. 
Monson was trading child pornography 
videos on Kik messenger at 3:30 a.m. with 
another Kik user, just a few hours before fed- 
eral agents executed a search warrant at his 
home. The evidence at trial also showed that 
Monson had additional child pornography 
files on his phone at the time of the search 
warrant. 

The charge of sexual exploitation of a 
child provides for a mandatory minimum 
sentence of 15 years and up to 30 years in 
prison, a lifetime of supervised release and 
a fine of up to $250,000. The charges of 
receipt and distribution of child pornography 
provide for a mandatory minimum sentence 
of five years and up to 20 years in prison, a 
lifetime of supervised release and a fine of 
$250,000. Sentences are imposed by a fed- 
eral district court judge based upon the U.S. 
Sentencing Guidelines and other statutory 
factors. 

United States Attorney Andrew E. 
Lelling; Joseph R. Bonavolonta, Special 
Agent in Charge of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, Boston Field Division; and 
Granby Police Chief Alan Wishart made the 
announcement Wednesday, Oct. 7. Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Alex J. Grant of Lelling’s 
Springfield Branch Office is prosecuting the 
case. 

The case is brought as part of Project 
Safe Childhood. In 2006, the Department 
of Justice created Project Safe Childhood, a 
nationwide initiative designed to protect chil- 
dren from exploitation and abuse. Led by the 
U.S. Attorneys’ Offices and the DOJ’s Child 
Exploitation and Obscenity Section, Project 
Safe Childhood marshals federal, state, and 
local resources to locate, apprehend and 
prosecute individuals who exploit children, 
as well as identify and rescue victims.

with the help of a consultant, we go out 


and put on our ads and then look to see if 
we can find suitable candidates from any- 
where across the country.” 

Evren divulged that districts typical- 
ly employee a consultant to aid in the 
search and vet candidates. To be consid- 
ered a candidate, one must be certified to 
serve aS a Superintendent in the state of 
Massachusetts. 

Evren recommended that the district 
begin the process by searching internally. 
Other committee members, however, pre- 
ferred that the district begin by pursuing 
outside candidates while also interviewing 
district employees who are qualified for 
the job. 

“T’m worried that if we only looking 
internally first, how do we know that we’re 
not missing out on somebody that might 
have experience elsewhere? I don’t believe 
that any of our internal candidates have any 
experience as a superintendent,’ said com- 
mittee member Jennifer Bartosz. “That’s 
part of why I want to go external right 
away; to find somebody that has a little bit 
of experience.” 

Hesitant to hire an internal candidate, 
the committee expressed concerns about 
removing a district employee from his or 
her position during a time 1n which much is 
being asked of all teachers and staff mem- 
bers. Committee member Stephanie Parent 
was one member who opposed conducting 
a separate internal search. 

“IT feel like because we’re such a small 
community, such a small district, the peo- 
ple who would be applying from within 
would be a very small pool given our size,” 
said Parent. “Would it be possible to just 


do an outside search and they can just par- 
ticipate in that search?” 

The committee agreed with Parent’s sug- 
gestion and began weighing the necessity 
of a consultant. Evren recalled that the 
district spent approximately $12,000 on 
consulting during the previous search that 
landed Stanton. 

The committee will be responsible for 
making the final decision in regards to the 
next superintendent, but will work to col- 
lect community input before the final selec- 
tion. While the committee could select a 
candidate without the assistance of a con- 
sultant, Parent expressed her opinion that 
one is much needed. 

“T think that there’s a big benefit when 
we go with a professional who is going 
through the different interviews and weed- 
ing out [candidates]. As much as I think 
you’re all extremely smart people on this 
panel, I think that there are things that we 
just don’t know,” said Parent. 

On Oct. 6, the committee postponed its 
decision to hire or forgo employing consul- 
tant until its next scheduled meeting. 

The course of action was taken to allow 
committee members time to gain a better 
understanding of the process and also to 
allow committee member Audrey Siudak 
an opportunity to participate. S1udak was 
absent from Tuesday evening’s meeting. 

“T will come back with more information 
about potential consultants next time for us 
to make a decision which way we want to 
go,’ said Evren. “I will find out who else 
can be part of the process and bring more 
information with the expectation that at 
our next meeting we will move forward 
after that. The search begins with the next 
meeting.”

the cost of the deck repair in addition to 
$9,625 to Tighe and Bond, according to 
Brougham. 

The start date for the project was unde- 
termined as of Monday, Oct. 5 because the 
contract needed to be signed, sent to the 
contractor, finalizing the bond documents 
and other steps. 

Brougham estimated that the date for the 
repairs would be in November at the soon- 
est. He estimated the project would take 
about five days to complete. 

“It’s very sensitive with the structural 
members that need to be worked around 
and reinstalled once the bad concrete is 
removed. We need to rebuild the structural 
members and reinforcing bars within the 


poured concrete,’ Brougham explained. 
“They'll have to form it from underneath, 
pour over and, as I said previously, con- 
crete usually takes 30 days to fully cure. 
This is not an area that requires full hard- 
ening.” 

He said the pool would be in service 
quickly after the repairs are completed. 

The pool deck project work will be 
scheduled at a time that is “most conve- 
nient for us.” 

He touched on the fact the pool opened 
on Monday, Oct. 5. 

“Folks were really excited to have the 
pool opened back up again,’ Brougham 
said. “That was all pursuit to the approved 
reopening plan that was approved by the 
Board of Health and the selectboard.”

eight cases as well. 

The Belchertown Public Schools were 
notified last week that a high school stu- 
dent tested positive for the COVID-19 
virus. 

“We have been in contact with the 
Belchertown Board of Health and have 
completed contact tracing proce- 
dures to identify students and staff who 
should quarantine due to possible expo- 
sure,’ according to an email from School 
Committee Chair Heidi Gutekenst. 

According to the schools, the student 
was last in attendance on Oct. | and has 
been directed to remain home in isolation. 

Any students or staff who had close 
contact (defined as contact with someone 


who is less than six feet away for at least 
15 minutes) with the positive individual 
have been identified by the Belchertown 
Public Schools’ administration and infor- 
mation was given to the Board of Health 
for contact tracing purposes, according to 
the school district. 

Metcalf spoke about the steps the Health 
Department takes when tracking COVID- 
19 cases in schools. 

“Like with all cases, we contact traced 
and notified any close contacts,’ Metcalf 
said. “If they work or reside in another 
town, we’ve been in contact with the corre- 
sponding Health Boards.” 

In preparation for the schools reopening, 
plans were made to make contract tracing 
easier. 

“We have procedures between the Health 


Department and School District to help 
identify close contacts,” Metcalf said. 
“Broadly speaking, contact tracing depends 
on the person’s age. Older students might 
not have close contact with many other 
students in the classroom. As the grades 
drop, there’s more one-on-one and different 
activities which might have higher expo- 
sures.”
